h. Vay New See, agent for one of the small islands northeast of the main 
ubra:ts ov Singapore, recantly ordered 6,000 gallons of gasoline for 
ihe ieland, The cargo ship sailed beyond the island for a smuggling 
onyagement, but was stopped by a Singapore patrol boat, The Malay 
Patrol could have been bribed for (Straits) $800. However, as the crew 
mid not nave sufficient funds, the carga and beat were turned over to 
customs authorities.

major oll comunies maintain close check on the sales and end use 

of their products. it is possible to circumvent the restrictions. 


Singapore export licenses for a total of 1,456 
chums of Lubricating oil and 100 tons ef grease were granted to 
ime vessels which were scheduled to proceed to Bangkok only. 
CHEP Siang procured the SOFIA permit and HZNO Huat reportedly
